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RESPONSE TO NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE 

In response to the Notice of Allowance mailed September 1, 2005, enclosed are a 
completed issue fee transmittal form PTOL-85b and a check for $1400 for the required fee. 
Applicant draws attention to the Request for Corrected Filing Receipt that was filed on July 25, 
2005 requesting that the title be corrected to read "Digital Receiver for a Signal Produced Using 
Discrete Multi-tone Modulation". We have not received an updated filing receipt to date. 

In reviewing the file, Applicant has recognized the source of the difficulty. The cover 
page of the PCT application as published translated the German title using the word "generated." 
The certified translation of the specification, which was submitted in connection with entry into 
the U.S. national stage, translated the title using the word "produced." 

Application submits that the distinction is immaterial and requests that the title of record 
be corrected to conform to the translation as filed. This will assure consistency between the title 
of record and that used in all formal documents. 

Applicant submits that in case of a conflict between the title as set forth in the publication 
and as set forth in the specification as filed, the latter should control. In support of this 
proposition, Applicant draws attention to PCT Rule 48.3(c), which states, in pertinent part, that 
"[I]f the international application is published in a language other than English,. . .the title of the 
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invention. . .shall be published both in that language and in English. The translations shall be 
prepared under the responsibility of the International Bureau."
